Central Alberta is a sports¬ 
man’s paradise. Its streams 
are filled with rainbow trout, 
lake trout and coarse fish. 
Its lakes the breeding places 
of mallard, greenhead and 
the Canada grey goose,, while 
snipe and quail skirt the 
shores. The grain fields har¬ 
bor many flocks of prairie chicken, partridge 
and grouse. The foothills of the Rockies are 
within easy reach of the big game hunter. 
Here sheep, goat, elk, moose, deer, bear, 
grizzly or black; wolves and other fur bear¬ 
ing animals abound. It is always possible to 
get a full bag without much effort. The game 
laws are fair and reasonable. Camping 
equipment can be obtained at Edmonton and 
other points in the district. The hunting 
season starts in September. The motor car 
can be used to advantage on many trips. 

AUTO CAMP SERVICE 

Most of the towns situated on the main 
travel routes approaching Edmonton have 
established comfortable, well equipped auto 
camps, where every effort is made to give the 
tourist a fitting welcome. Edmonton itself 
has one of the most up-to-date camps in the 
west. 





THE GREAT NATIONAL PARK AREA 


Edmonton is the centre of the great nation¬ 
al park area of Canada. Five National 
Parks are within easy distance. The game 
preserve of Wainwright with its teeming buf¬ 
falo and other game lies a short distance to 
the east. Elk Island Park, another game pre¬ 
serve. is within an hour’s run. Jasper Park, 
world famous for its rugged scenic beauty,

its wide open spaces, its game fields, hot- 
springs, lakes and fishing is also within a 
day’s run of Edmonton. The parks of Banff 
and Waterton are passed enroute on the jour¬ 
ney from the south, and the prehistoric fossil 
beds of the Red Deer hills are also within 
easy reach of Edmonton. Several of the 
larger lakes have been set aside as sanctu¬ 
aries for wild fowl. 

Beautiful camping places can be found al¬ 
most everywhere, set alongside pure limpid 
running water, with dry timber to hand for 
the camp fire. There are no desert lands in 
Alberta, the surroundings are ever green.
